8,270 which was the lowest since 1876. From 1936 onwards there has bee 
almost a continuous increase to the record total of 18,156 in 1953. 
Although the actual number registered was a record, the rate per 1,000 
of mean population of 23,97 (24.18) was much lcwer than in the earlier 
years of the State and it also was lower than the rates in recent years, 
having fallen from 25.25 in 19h7. 


Actual Births. A period of 42 days after birth is permitted for 
Pesisuration and the number of births registered in a year therefore 
meters trom the number of births actually occurring during the year.

Hor the Australian States, the only lower rate was that of 20.09 for 
Veenoria in 1950. The S.A. rate is one of the lowest in the world and 
has shown a remarkable decrease. EHighty years ago it was 150, sixuy 
years ago it was 100, thirty years ago it was 60 and 25 years ago it was 
more than double the present rate. 


There were 106 (122) deaths of children under 1 day, 148 (116) of 
children from 1 day to 1 month and 121 (145) of those from 1 month but 
under 1 year. Compared with earlier years there has been a distinct 
decrease in the death rate of children under 1 month but a far grester 
decrease in respect to children from 1 month and under 1 year.
